at least 3-4 times more time and energy in bringing their products to
markets - extra work is required because developers have to 'work

their way around' the limitiations and barriers set by microsoft (brought
forward by the OS and the browser and programming language
'discrimination' practiced by Microsoft).

I hope you really consider this case as the case of the future of
efficient internet and desktop computing - it is 'make it or break it'
case. Outcome will be either oudated and limited OS/Service market,
or contemporary and rich OS/Service market.
